Examining briefly the wars of the past 150 
years, the author concludes that capitulation 
is a matter of mass psychology as well as mili- 
tary defeat; it is moral and spiritual as well as 
material. The point comes when peace has 
more appeal than continued fighting toward 
a problematical goal. In the last war revolt 
started in the German navy and spread to the 
army and to civilians. In this war it may well 
begin, the author believes, with the Gestapo, 
but he thinks it would be hastened by prom- 
ises of what would follow unconditional sur- 
render, making the prospect attractive, as 
Woodrow Wilson did. Controversial, and good 
for discussion.

The treat- 
ment of Japanese in America is related to the 
developments and adjustments of interracial 
affairs in the whole Pacific area. The study is 
reasonable and dispassionate.
